As ſoon as they were ſet, and had heard the [Statute read, which they 4zz.;. and 4.

atthe Veſtry, made a report of his proceeding upon the whole matter, telling 
them. that Mr. Shermer had ated therein not only without, but exprelly again 
his advice and-conſent, he having tol him the Night before he a at 
the 0/d-Bayly,. that be conceived jt was their duty to conſult the V abourt-- 
| the manner of proceeding upon that Inditment, and that their defence {in his 
opinion) was neceſſary, and eaſie; Nereſſery, becauſe otherwiſe they ſhould ren-' 
der his Majeſty's Chappels-royal, the Cathedrals; and Collegiate-Churches 
and Chappels, and moſt of the Pari ches of this City and Kingdom ob- 
noxious to the laſh of every faQtious ahd difafſetted perſon, upon the account 
of the Church-ornaments : And Ezfie, becauſe the Figure, for ſuffering of 
which they were Indited, had not the ſhape of the Statue of St. Michae/ the 
Archangel, nor was ever reputed the Image, or called by the Name of any + 
Saint whartſpever, but as we could make it appear by the Teſtimony of Hun- 
dreds yet living in the Pariſh, had been made, and ſe uP (in the late times of 
»{urpation) upon the Clock; or Hand-dyal, between Time on one hand, and 
Death on the other (whoſe Figures are yet to be ſeen) and that when the 
Clock was ſet over the Organ about Six years ago, it was ſet as an ornament 
over the Ten Conmandments, where it ſtood erved by himſelf, and many 
of his Pariſhoners till the firſt report of thEIndi&ment, when Mr. Sherman 
was Foreman of the Grand-Jury, the Seſſions before Mr. Whitaker did really 
indiCt it : He alſo added, that he then told Mr. Shermes, that they had time 
enough to conſult the yay, and take joynt-meaſures, being nor obliged to 
anſwer to the Indictment till the Seſſions in Exſter-week. 

That notwithſtanding this advice, and entreaties uſed to Mr. Shermas riot to 
appear at the private Seſſions occaſionally held the next day, that he privily 
took down the Figure commonly called the Angel (becauſe it had a Trumpet 
at his mouth, and had written on a label hanging upon his Breaſt, ARISE 
YE DEAD, AND COME TO JUDGMENT) conveighed it to the 
O14-Bayly, and there pleaded guilty to n Indictment, and after the Court 
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was riſen would have given away the Figure, but that he was forbidden by the 
worthy Mr. Hunter the other Church-warden, who made it be brought back 
to the Church, from whence on Wedneſday Morning laſt, the faid Mr.Shermay, 
without the knowledge of the DoCtar, or Mr. Hunter, privily took it away by 
a Porter, pretending that Mr. Sheriff Bethel had demanded it by virtue of an 
Order Ax by the re for demoliſhing of it, although the Court upon his 
pleading Guilty on the one hand, and Mr. Sheriffs urging the deſtruQtion of it 
on the orher,. could not be prevailed with to make any luch Order, thinking 
the Indiatment frivolous and groundleſs. 

After the DoQtor had related theſe, and many other particulars, the Veſtry 

ave him their thanks for his care in this bufinels, and for endeavouring to pre- 
2: the Peace, and good order of the Pariſh, and forthwith reſolved (nemine 
coftradicente) that it was their opinion that My. Sherman «pon the whole matter 
had atted arbitrarily andirregularly,and that he ought to have conſulted the Veſtry, 
4nd taken their direttions bow to proceed upon the IndifFment. 

Thepwmd (as we are informed) declared that this Order was not intended to 
preclude them from proceeding further _ the ſaid Mr. Shermas, as heres 
after ſhould be thought fit: Andupon this occaſion exhorted one another to 
he very careful, and unanimous in the next EleCtion of their Yefr5-werx in choo- 
ſing ſuch as were Loyal and good Church-men into the vacant places, where- 
upon ſome Knights, and many other Gentlemen of undoubted Loyalty, and 
adherence to the eſtabliſhed Proteſtant Religion, were menti as fit for 


that truſt. WE 

As the Miniſters and Church-Wardens of Berkin have been Indifted for 
ſuffering the Image of S. Michze/the Arch-Angel, in the Pariſh-Church, as 
the Learned Inditter firſt pleaſed ro call the foreſaid Figure : fo if he cag find + 
colour for it in any old Statute, he was, By juſtly Indi& them again for ſuffer- 
ing of Pegs 1ds/s; for old Time may be preſented for Saturn, afhd Death for 
Mor, who with his brother Erebas every School-Boy can inform the Grand 
--— were famous Deities of old. 

And if he pleaſe to doſo, he may add by the merit of the aQion to the for- 
mer reputation, which he hath got by preſenting the _; which after it 
had eſcaped the Sentence of deſtruction, which was from the Conrt 
upon ſuch a ſucpeion a Gentleman would have bo at the purchaſe of a 
Guiny to have ſet upin his own Pariſh-Church. I ſuppole that Gentleman 
feared not a ſecond Inditment, being either a good Lawyer himſelf, or as ha- 
ving heard one of the beſt Lawyers of the Nation, I mean Mr. Recorder, reply 
to one of the Loyal Aldermen, whoasked him by what Statute, that Fi 
produced in the Court, could be Indifted ? By none that he knew, The me 
Honourable Alderman asked one, who pleaded hard againſt the harmleſs Sta- 
tue, what that writing was upon his Breaſt? ARISE YE DEAD 
AND COME TO JUDGMENT, faith he: 4, tha#'s it ( re- 
plied he ) which, I fear, offends you, you cannot endare to be reminded of the 
Tudgment, the thoughts of it, perhaps, are troubleſome unto you : And when 
ſame Gentleman t1ll perſiſted to have it Sentenced to the Flames, ſome remote 
Voices were heard to ſay, Let him have it to burn in his Kitchin. I have onl 
one obſervation to add, That in the beginning of the Late Times the Pari 
of Barkin wavgthe firſt Pariſh, and DoQtor Layfei/d late Miniſter of it, the firſt 
Miniſter of Lozdoz, who was troubled upon the account of ſome little Images 
in the work of the Cover ofthe Font, which the FaCtious people of that time 
reproachfully called, {he Gods of Barkin. God Almighty, who equally hates 
Sacriledge, and Idolatry, and Schiſm, and Sedition as much as other fins, 
divert the Owex, and blaſt the deſigns of all thoſe on either hand that ſeek the 
deſtruction of this 7ruly perſecuted 'Church, Amen.

F Late the Common Prints have made a great pother about an 
() Image ereCted in the Pariſh-Church of 4/-halows Barkin, London , 

which Image was indited at the laſt Seſſions at the O/d4 Baily. The 
upper Church-Warden without advice, and contrary to Order , was plea- 
ſed to plead Guilty 3 how far he may be concerned in the Guilt | am: not to 
enquire, but fince the proceeding may have afforded matter of Scandal to 
ſome diſtant perſons, I thought it was my duty to give ſome brief Account 
of the whole matter, which 1s as followeth. 

On Sunday , March the Sixth, Mr. Sherman acquainted Dr. Hicks, and 
my Self, that there was an Inditement prefer'd at the O/d4 Baily againſt the 
Church-Wardens for ſuffering an Image in the Church , not making any 
mention that the Door, or my Self, were concerned in the Inditement , 
though a Copy of it had been given him for that very purpole. 

On Monday, the Seventh inſtant, Mr. $herm.r: took down from the Eaſt 


end of the Church the (pretended ) Figure of the Archangel St. Michae!,

h-aling, ſtre ngthning, comforting, teaching, tnlightning, in a peculiar manner, and 
in divers ways of ſpirit,-illuntinations, whereof | haveelſewhere given an account . 
Upen my diſcharge from that confinement, without paying one penny of that Fine 
which was laid upon me, I went on with my Mniniſterial Office and work as before, 
here ad there, as I had opportunity and a call; but 7was quickly apprehended a- 
g2in, and impriſoned at Saltsbury in W:rſhire for about eighteea weeks, which filled 
up my f Ten days of Tribulation inthe Zctter of it, aday for an year, wherein I + Revel. 2. 19+ 
greatly rejojce; it was for the fame cauſe as is before mentioned; after that Term of 
weeks I had my diſcharge from that confinement { withont paying one farthing of the 
Fine or Mulct ) How muctFto be admired the appearings of Jehovahe/Elohim my Ado= 
ai, Were in a.very ſignal way and manner for me and againſt many of my Adverſa- 
rics in his jult judgments, upon. and againſt them, were worthy of an Hiſtorical Nar- 
ration, but | would keep within the compaſs of one Sheet. 
Upon my releaſe, / came to this City, London, for the further filling up of my Te- 
ſtimony in and near it. At Bethenal-Green, my labours were neither unacceptable , 
nor unproſitable, wherc,with ſome who defired it, I had Providential Communion for 
ſom: tame. Afrer a while my Reſidence was more in the City and Subburbs: having 
gathered a people unto Chriſt, who ſubmitted unto Believers Baptiim, we paſſed ſo- 
I:muly into a Goſpelway of Church-ſtate and Relation, and fuliCommunion, founded 
01 theſe two great P rinciples, owning, profeſling, of Jeſus Chriſt, to be the one and 
the only Lord over our Conſciences, and Law-giver toour Souls; and of the holy 
Scriptures of Truth, being our one, and our only Rule of Faith, Worſhip, and Life. 
And thus my liberty in preaching of the Goſpel continued, for that very ſelf ſame juſt 
proportiog of time, as my former confinements laſted, that is to ſay, full nine years, 
and ſome part of a tenth; and this in direct anſwer to, f That word ſeaſonably ſuateably , pr,1 go. 15, 
brought in upon the hearts of my ſelf, and of my yoak-fellow ſeveral years ſince, Make us 
_ according ts the days, wherein thou haft afflitted vs, and the years wherein we have ſeen 
EVIL, 
About two years and a halfſince, my ſelf, and the friends in Goſpel-fellowſhip 
with me,were to ſeek of a convenient Mecting-place, for open worſhip, where all, 
whoſe hearts were made willing might have liberty ro come to joyn with us in the 
Ipiritual, glorious, heavenly duties of the new Teſtament, Adminiſtration of Grace 
( for I was always for Chriſfs open howſe-keeping, ſince I had inner acquaintance with him ) 
There were three places, which we particularly had in onr eye, one at Great More- 
fields, 3Wecond at Spittle-fis/ds, a third at Pimners-hall: upon debate ig Chriſtian friend- 
liucſs, and love, and not being all of one migd, concerning any one of theſe _ 
places 
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places.at laft as ſoon as propoſed, we laid afide a!l our own prudential Cetermizes of 
this matter f (Natural decencie andGoſpel-order, reſolving, and determiniyg 28 our 

Caſes, and the prudence of believers, conſiſting in this ro find out, know, chovie and 
acquieſce, in the determination of the Alwiſe, Sovercign, Supreme will of our Lord 

according ro his word, in the way of his proxidence;) and we, aftcr we had ioughr 
the Faces of s/£/ohim to chooſe for us, did refer and deliver the determining of it 

wholy unto him, accordingly the f lors were given forth, a ſeveral one for cach of the 
three forementioned places, one for Great More-fields, where / then lived, a ſecond 
for Spirle-fields, whither a little after I removed, a third for Pinners-Hafl, and a forth 
for elſewhere; we not being to limit the All-free Agent, the Faithful Creator, the 
Gracious Redeemer, the Providential Governour,to 1ome one of theſe three , for, we 
knew not, till he gave torth the expreſs ſignification of his mind and will , whether 
'any one of thefe three muſt be the place, or he would deſign us elſewhere : having a- 
_greed upon one. to draw the lot, we all logked up to the God of Heaven , expecting 
.his Allotment; the lot opened ſpeak Pimners-Hall to he the place of ow ſolemn A1- 
lenibling CT Upon this we rejayced, and al] our Spirits, 2s one 
yaited Spirit ran together with Chriſt*s Spirit in our thoughts and meditations inro 
that place, chooſing over Chriſts choice, ſweetly delightiag , and conrentfully acqui- 
e{.ing, in that place, reſolving there to be whilſt we had an Jopen door there; &this 
the rather,becauſe ovr Lord Jeſus Chriſt kad ſo far honoured vs, as to intruſt us with 
one of the moſt open noted places in all Lender , where to be finiſhing of our witneſs 
for Chriſt and for the Tryths and Duties of the preſent Age and Day. 

Having agreed with'the owner, for the liberty of that place,we forthwith, on the 
next oo entered that place gf Meeting, I was directed unto f that 
Scripture; which doth ſpeak ofChriſt's hearing the Glory, and wearing the Crowns, 
which were to-be, for a Memorial, hung np in the Temple of Jehovah. Accordingly . 
we did, in our Spirits, ſet up, as it were, Spiritual Crowns for King Jeſus, with which 

' to honour him, if he would-be the Glary in the midſt of us, and Spirit and bleſs his 
Ordinances in the Miniſtery of them, , This he has done, drawing many young men, 
and maidens, by the cords'ofhis love, more eſpecially this laſt year. All the glory 
be to him, who ties ſo powerfully, and freely, exalted himſelf, and advanced, his 
rich Mercy, his abounding Grace, & his free Love, which has been gathering:in ſome 
of his Sheep, and Lambs into his Flock, and brought ſo many of them into his Fold, 
which has ſo inraged the f Grand —_— of ind,thusto ſmite one of Chriſt*s un- 

der-ſhepherds, and to caſt him into Priſon. E 

On the ſeventeenth day of the rene Noon, according to vulgar account, in 
the year 1682. Whilſt I was at our uſual hour of convening, openly at my Minifte- 
rial work in Pimners-Hall, Reading and late ing of f the Scripture, a Covſtable, 
with bis __ of _— attended ye be other under nn, with their old ru- 

y Halberds, rufhedin upon our ly,requiring, in the Kings Name,to give off 
and to come down, to which 1 anſwered, I was theres the diſchar ce of my Office, 
in the Name of the King of Kings, he mentioned, that he had a Warrant from the 
Lord Major to diſturb our Meetitlg; I replyed I had a Warant from Chrift, who was 
Lord Maximas to go on; and fo keept on my work; he commanded one of the un- 
der Officers to pul me down; 1 anſwered, out of that Scripture I was that,Chriſt 
was travelling in the greatnefs of his ſtrength, he in! Fi neſs, who was 
mighty to fave, that, the day of vengeance was in his heart; and the year of his re- 
deemed ones was come; and that he would pull down his Enemies, this was, whilft 
the urder Officer was pelling me behind, from the place where I was ſpeaking. This 
15,10 ſhort, whar paſſed there for the ſum of it, for 1 write in this and.in what foHows 
ſo far as I can well remember, thoughit may not be expreſſed in the very fame words. 

From thence they guarded me, and about ſix more to the Lord Majors, all; who, 
when we were before him, demanded of the Conſtable, aud other Officers for what 
cauſe, they had brought us beſore him? the Conſtable anfwered, they took us at a 
Mecting, nd that / would not give off, when he commanded me ſo to da. The Lord 
Major applyed himſelf to me, ſaying that we, and ſuch-as we , would bring in Po. 
pery; 1 = , that we, were more Chriſtians, and more againſt Popery , than thoſe 
whoſo wrongfully accuſed us:for we owned Chriſt for our one, and our onlyLord over 
our Conſciences, and Law giver to our Souls, and the Scriptures of Truth. for onr 
one & our only Rule of Faith, Worſhip, & Life; we declared againſd Popery , as be- 
ing againſt God , againſt Chriſt, againſt Chriſtianity, againſt the Word of Cbrif, 
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azaiit the the Laws of Chriſt, avainſt Humanity. You ſpeak great words. for your 
ſelves, faid the Major: Sir ſaid 1, we are ready to proveall this, to any of your Cl.ap- 
lains, or any other whatlocver, if wearecalled unto it: who ſhall be Judze faid the 
Major? / replyed, Sir,we vill reter the determination of it to your oivn Conſcience,if 
you will give us a fair hearing, What calling or profeſſion are you of ſaid theMajor?Sir, 
L am a Miniſtcr of Chriſt, and this allo | am ready to prove, it any queſtion my call. 

Are you of2ny other profcflion or calling? Anfivcr, no Sir, nor never .was. It's. 
under a pretence of ſuch private Coavencticles, that all the Popiſh-Plots are hatct'c 

and carricd on. Anſwer, our Allemblings are in ene of the moſt open, publick 
places in all London for ſuch Meetings: where both doors ſtand wide open for any to 
come, who will, and fo it uſeth to be in my private dwelling. Do you keep Saturday 
Sabbath? Anſwer, | obſerve the ſeventh dayas the weekly Sabbath day. Do you 
keep the Sunday, laid one who ſtood next tothe Major? Anſwer. There is but one 
day i the weck, that is the weekly Sabbath-day. You break the Kings Lavys, ſaid 
the Major. Anſwer, we obſerve, keep, and obey the Scripture-Laws of ang Jeſus, 
who is King of Kings, and Lord of Lords: upon this I was bid to ſtand, or fit by. 

Afterwards they examined four whoare in Church-Fellowſhip with me; the Major 
inquireing what their callings were, and where they hved, which the Clark wrote 
dewn: anduſually the burden of the Song was, Have you been at St. Omars, as if we 
all had been Jeſuitically educated, and principled,whereby to inſinuate,as if vve vvere 
bringers in of Popery, the quite contrary, vvhereunto is the Truth: T'vvo others alſo 
were examined upon the ſame woroais—. or but well agreeing in the fame Wit- 
nels for the main with us: one whereof affirmed, that he thought, there was ſcarce 
any one Congregat ion in all Zondox, that brought ina fuller Teſtimony againſt Pope- 
ry, than our Congregation did. 

The reſt of the Friends were bid to depert; when ſeveral of them, I think itwas re- 
ported were Fined Ten Pounds a Man: / ſtay*d behind, but a little Mer, I vvas toldL 
might be gone: ſo /retutnad to my dvvelling. 

In the after noon I came to Pimrers Hall again, at the wonted Seaſon, we having a 
Key unlocked the door, and ſome few of us went in; The Conſtable and under Oth- 
cers being very near,quickly haſted, and ſhut the doors upon the reſt, and required us 
to be gone, as before: we kept our places, and had opperrtunity to ſpeak ro rhe Con- 
ſciences of the Officers, who all declared their unwillingneſs ro meddle in ſuch work- 
bane of our Friends demanded of the Conſtable a warrant; he ſaid he would go or 
ſend to theMajorzwe waited, but,no freſh warrant that we ſaw came from theMajor,then 
the Conſtable commanded an underOfficer to pull me from the place where I was: who 
at laſt ,trembingly and palefac*dly laid his hand upon me; thus they led us out: whea 
we came out-multitades were in the ſtreets. I returned, with the reſt and a great Con- 
panie to my houſe,where 7 read and expounded the word I preached,prayed,hymned&% 
performed my office to the Sariſfaction and profit of many hearers; which laſted untill 
about that Hour, which they commonly call four of the Clock, and ſo the Companic 
peaceably withdrew. 

Upon the next Seventh-day-ſabbath the'T wenty and fourth day of the ſame foremen- 
tioned month, I went at the accuſtomed time unto one of the doors of Pinner: Hall 
which being ſhut or locked faſt , I went about to the other door, whete, having 
knocked, the door was opened, & thoſe who were preſent went in;Another Conſtable, 
with ſotne under officers quickly ruſhed in at our aſfembly; whilſt I was in Prayer, the 
Conftabl« commanded us to depart; / kept on praying 2s I was ſupplyed & affiſted 
ſuiteably;til] an under officer pulſed me away, towards the ſhutting up of my requeſts. 

S$o they carryed me out of that place towards the Lord Majors. As | was guarded 
along by the Officers , 1 catried my Bible openly in my Hand through the ſtreets , 
goa praQtically, as well as verbally, thatthe taking away of my liberty was for 
the Cauſe and ſake of Chriſt, &of the word ofChriſt, Thus I marched a long;cheMajor, 
when we came to his Hall, was gone, as we were told, to the Seſſons; The Conſtable

ut made me go in and out here and there towards the Seſſions; as I paſſed a long

After a while I was brought into the court of open ſeſſions at the old Failey, where 
being charg«d with breaxing the Kings Laws, and as it 1 would introcvuce poperie x 
might haie becenat Saint Omars, | held forth my Bible, decl;ping alo1d ior my Logd
